War clouds that dimmed the outlook for 
an immediate closing of the city’s bargain 
for the construction of the new Union 
station were driven away yesterday. 

The directors of the Union Station com- 
pany announced that today they would 
file formal acceptance of the ordinances 

in March. 

At Te same time they will turn over 
to the city $825,805 as compensation for 
the vacation of streets and alleys and 
will file an easement over a strip of 
ground twenty feet in width along the 
‘west line of their holdings for the widen- 
ing of Canal street. 

These transactions will bind the city’s 
contract with the railroad companies 
using the station. In agreeing to them 
at this time the station company waives 
all rights under the amendments of Sept. 
0 providing for an extension of time, ans 

indicates its confidence the coune!! will 


grant whatever extension later that fair- 
ness may demand. 


Statement by Company. 

J. J. Turner, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania company and president of the 
Station company, issued’ a statement on 
the situation as follows: 

For the information of the city council 
and the public the Union Station company 
and its associated companies submit the 
following statement in reference to the 
railway terminal ordinances: 

“On the Sth of September the Union 
Station company requested the city of 
Chicago to extend the time for acceptance 
of the railway terminal ordinances, 
passed March 23, 1914, for a period of one 
year. 

“Prior to the outbreak of the war in 
Europe it had been the intention of the 
companies to accept the ordinances by the 
time fixed therein, Sept. 23, 1914, and prep- 
arations to that end were well under way. 
The war and the resulting disturbance of 
figancial conditions made it impractica- 


. a, 


e to finance at this time new undertak- 


ings called for such an outlay of funds as 
required by the Union station project. 


Ask for Postponement, 

Under circumstances the rallroads 
came to the’ conclusion that they should 
not now assume any new financial obli- 
gations, but should ask the city to post- 
pone the time for acceptance for one year, 
because it seemed that by the end of that 
time business might return to a normal 
basis. If, notwithstanding the extension 
for a year, there had been a favorable 
turn in affairs before then, the companies 
would have been ready to accept the 
ordinances at an earlier date. 

“The city council saw fit at its meet- 
ing on Sept. 10 to grant an extension of 
but tree months. It is vain to look for 
any marked change in conditions within 
that time, and as the question of the 
acceptance of the ordinances must be de- 
cided within three months, it is the opin- 
ion of the companies that it can as well 
be deck A now. 


Question of Extension. 

“Further, some question has been raised 
to the sufficiency of the vote extend- 
ME two of the ordinances in question. 

“Therefore, the companies have de- 
ide that they will assume the responsi- 
bility imposed by the ordinances and rely 
upon the consideration of the public and 
the city council to grant such extensions 
of time for the performance of the various 
Obligations as the situation may require. 

“The companies will use their best 
efforts to begin and carry forward the 
Work as soon as conditions will permit, 
and of this their acceptance, coupled with 
the cash payment of the compensation of 
$825,805.04 and the grant of the easement 
for widening Canal street, is the best 
SUaranty.

Bride of Lumber Million- 
aire and Her Mother 
Want the Case 
Dropped. 


AFFIDAVITS HIT GIRL, 


Escapade with Ada M. Cox 


and Her Balm Verdict 
Recalled by New 
Turn. 


A package of affidavits was laid on the 
deak of United States District Attorney 
Clyne yesterday in the federal building 
With the affidavits was the request that 
indictment for violation of the Mann act 
against William Rufus Ddwards,. wealthy 
lumberman of St. Paul, be set aside. 

Sitting in another room in the federal 
building was Mrs. Edwards, who became 
the bride of Edwards after his escapades 
with Miss Ada M. Cox, whose testimony 
before the grand jury caused his indict- 
ment on Oct. 8—the day the statute of 
limitations became effective. 


Wife Gathering Evidence, 

Mrs. Edwards, niece of Senator Clapp 
of Minnesota, and her mother, Mrs. H. B. 
Turner, have been in Chicago for several 
months obtaining the evidence to lay be- 
fore the proper federal officials. 

While they have been here, Edwards, 
the indicted man, has been under guard 
in @ private sanitarium in Hayden 
Springs, Wash. Five months after his 


indictment his coal black hair had turned 
a snowy white. His mind is a blank. 

In the meantime Miss Cox has teen 
in Chicago on the income from the $17,425 
judgment, which she obtained in a breach | 
of promise suit six months after the in- | 
dictment of Edwards by the federal grand 
jury. She is said to have made this state- 
ment about Edwards soon after he had 
ceased his relations with her in 1911: 

“I will ruin him eocially, mentally 
physically, and financially.” 


Hint of Hot. 

At her hotel here last night Mrs. Tur- 
ner, Edwards mother-in-law, said: 

“She has made good her threat.” 

In the affidavits laid before the United 
States district attorney the names ot two 
former government officials appear. 
There is a hint of conspiracy. Some of 
the witnesses before the grand jury which 
returned the indictment against Edwards 
are dangerously near an indictment for 
perjury if the federal investigation likely 
to follow reveals conditions as alleged in 
the affidavits.

Who, if any one, shared in 
the $17,500 awarded Ada Coxt 


History of Case. 

The story of the Edwards Mann act 
case goes back to 1910, when Edwards, 
then a single man, came to Chicago to 
close some deals with the Mogg Coal com 
pany. Miss Cox was & stenographer in 
the office of Mogg. He introduced her to 
Edwards. In a few weeks, it is alleged, 
Miss Cox suggested toa stenographer for 
Edwards, who was visiting here, that she 
would like to go to St. Paul and visit. 

Miss Cox went. She testified Edwards 
sent her a ticket from St. Paul. His story 
is that he sent her a $5 bill for incidenta! 
expenses and that he never purchased the 
ticket. 

Girl’s Story of Three Nights. 

The story of Miss Cox of three nights 
in St. Paul with Edwards, where she was 
changed from an innocent stenographer. 
was not denied by Edwards, but the gov- 
ernment needed the commercia! feature 
to obtain the indictment.

YMUIDEN, Holland, via Lon- 
don, Sept, 22.— Two of five Ger- 
man submarine boats which at- 
tacked and sank the British cruis- 
ers Aboukir, Cressy, and Hogue 
were sent to the bottom by the 
British ships, according to sur- 
vivors of the cruisers who arrived 
here this evening.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—The most serious 
disaster to Great Britain’s navy during 
the present war was announced by the 
admiralty this afternoon. A brief official 
report stated that three British crulsers, 
the Cressy, the Aboukir, and the Hogue, 
had been sunk by a German submarine in 
the North sea. 

Neither the time, scene, nor loss of life 
marking the disaster was given in the 
official report, but from other unofficial 
reports it is gleaned that the cruisers 
were sunk off the German coast close to 
the Helgoland bight, the scene of the 
recent victory for the British fleet, which 
sunk three German light eruisers and two 
torpedo boat destroyers. 

Each of the three British cruisers car- 
ried a crew of 755 officers and men. 

Heavy Loss of Life Expected. 
Alhough it is reported a cggsiderable 
number were picked up from the sea by 
the British cruiser Lowestoft, a division 
of torpedo boats, and some trawlers, it is 
regarded certain that the loss of life will 
be heavy.

The Creasy and the Hogue were close 
by and started to the rescue of the Abou- 
kir’'s crew. In quick succession they, 
too, were struck by torpedoes and begar.

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SERBS DEFEAT 
AUSTRIAN ARMY 


Battle of Several Days on 
Drina Disastrous to Enemy, 
Official Report. 


NISH, Servia, via London, Sept. 22.— 
The battle which has been progressing 
for several days near Krupini, on the 
Drina river, has ended in complete disas- 
ter for the Austrian army, according to 
official announcement. 

The announcement declared that 160,- 
000 Austrian troops were engaged in this 
encounter, while the Servian forces in- 
cluded various bodies of men who had 
been concentrated along the Drina, rein- 
forced by troops hastily recalled from 
Semlin and Slavonia. The fighting was 
sanguinary. 


Repulse Austrians at Shabats. 

The Austrian attempt on Shabats was 
repulsed with heavy losses. 

Prince George of Servia has again been 
wounded, this time while leading a charge 
of a Servian battalion. A rifle bullet pene- 
trated the trunk of his body. It is the 
opinion of his physicians that his life is 
not in danger. 


Sarajevo Is Captured. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—In a dispatch from 
Rome the correspondent of the Star says 
Servian and Montenegrin forces have oc- 
cupled Sarajevo, which was abandoned 
by the Austrians after an overwhelming 
defeat. 

Sarajevo is the capital of Bosnia. It is 
a fortified town of some 27,000 inhabitants. 
It manufactures copper, brass, and iron 
ware and cotton goods and tobacco. It 
was here that Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, heir apparent to the Austrian 
throne, and his wife were assassinated 
shortly before Austria declared war on 
Servia. 

French Bombard Cattaro. 

ROME, via Paris, Sept. 22.—The bom- 
bardment of Cattaro, the Austrian sea- 
port at the southeast extremity of the 
Gulf of Cattaro in Dalmatia, by French 
ships is reported in a dispatch from 
Patras.

FIGHT LASTS ALL NIGHT. 

AT THE BATTLE FRONT, via

Victories of Rival Submarines. 
The German submarine fictilla has at 
least four cruisers to its credit. The Path- 
finder, which was sunk on Sept. 4 in the 
North sea and was first reported to have 
struck one of the German mines, later 
was admitted by the admiralty to have 
been sunk by a German submarine. The 
Oceanic, a British iner which was armed 
at the opening of the war, may also be 
the victim of a German submarine. It 
was sunk on the 14th, and no account of 
the foundering has been given by the ad- 
miralty. 

The British submarines have to their 
eredit the German cruiser Hela, sunk by 
the E 9. Two of the divers have been lost 
thus far, the German U 15, sent to the bot- 
tom by British destroyers, and the British 
AE 1, a unit of the Australian fleet, which 
disappeared on Sept. 20. 


Cruisers of Obsolete Class. 
The Aboukir, Hogue, and Cressy had a 
displacement of 12,000 tons, were 440 feet 
long, 68.8 feet wide, and drew 26 feet of 
water.

Estimate About 700 Rescued. 

HARWICH, Sept. 22.—Warships have 
brought in a number of survivors of the 
three British cruisers which were sunk 
in the North sea.

Nearly all the casualties on board the 
British boat occurred around its guns 
and on its upper deck. It was badly in- 
jured on the water line and listed heav- 
ily. The flag of the Pegasus was shot 
away twice, but each time it was raised 
again and held up by its marines. Ap- 
parently little or no damage was sus- 
tained by the Koenigsberg.

At the 
expiration of the five hours the bom- 
bardment of the five main forts which 
furnish the chief defenses was resumed, 

The pursuit of the defeated Austrians 
in Galicia has been finished. The Rus- 
sians have taken 15,000 prisoners. 
Report Dankl's Army Hemmed In. 

ROME, Sept. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Tribuna from Petrograd says 150,000 Aus- 
trians under Gen. Dankl are surrounded 
by 300,000 Russians between the Rivers 
San and Vistula. The Austrians are 
short of provisions and have been sum- 
moned to surrender. 

Dispatches from Vienna say that the 
Austrian capital is crowded with wound- 
ed and soldiers returning from the war 
with infectious diseases. This has ren- 
dered necessary the construction of large 
camp hospitals outside the city.

DENIES MALICE 
IN REIMS ATTACK 


Von Bernstorff Says De- 
struction of Cathedral 
Was Not Willful. 


POPE MAKES PROTEST. 


New York, Sept. 22.—Count von Bern- 
storff, German ambassador to the United 
States, asserted today it was prepos- 
terous to suppose that the destruction 
of the cathedral at Reims was a premed- 
itated act. 

It would seem from certain published 
reports, Count von Bernstorff contin- 
ued, that the destruction of this grand 
old edifice was the result of malice. This 
is ridiculous. 

Jam positive the attack on the cathe- 
dral at Reims was not willful. However, 
I believe this is a case of hypersympa- 
thy. For my part I feel much more for 
the thousands of men who have sacrificed 
their lives, although I regret as much as 
any man the destruction of such a beauti- 
ful work of art.” 

The Belgian commission which came to 
this country to protest to President Wil- 
son against atrocities alleged to have 
been committed by the Germans, left this 
city today for Boston. The commission 
plans to visit Chicago before returning 
to New York at the end of the week. 


POPE PROTESTS TO KAISER. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—A Rome dispatch 
to the Central News says Pope Benedict 
XV. has telegraphed to the German em- 
peror protesting against the destruction 
of the cathedral of Reims. 


Cathedral Not Badly Damaged? 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 22, via London.— 
According to German papers received 
here the cathedral of Reims suffered 
slightly during the recent German bom- 
bardment. These papers say no damage 
at all would have been done to the cathe- 
dral if the French troops had stayed 
away from it. 


GERMAN DIPLOMAT DENIES 
MAKING PEACE PROPOSALS. 


Ambassador von Bernstorff Says His 
Government Has Made No Sug- 
gestions for Ending War. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—[ Special.! 
~The complete repudiation today by 
Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador, of the widely circulated rumors 
that he had initiated peace proposals or. 
behalf of the German government 
aroused extraordinary interest here. 

Whether the ambassador took this step 
on his own initiative or as the result of 
instructions from his government, his 
statement is accepted as disposing of the 
persistent reports that Germany is .eady 
to discuss peace and has asked President 
Willson to sound the allies upon the prop- 
osition. The ambassador, in his state- 
ment, said: 

The news, evidently originated from 
Paris and Antwerp, that Field Marsha! 
von der Goltz issued a proclamation that 
Germany intended to evacuate Brussels 
and that they had offered separate peace 
to Beigium is an invention. 

“Likewise there is no truth In the 
rumor that peace negotiations are goina 
on at Washington. All these inventions 
have been recently denied by the North 
German Gazette, the official organ of the 
German government. 

The ambassador’s deniel corroborates 
President Wilsons’ repeated statement 
that he has received no encouragemen’ 
from Germany or the allies to undertake 
mediation. 


RIDDELL AID TO “STRIKERS.” 


War Office and Admiralty Will Be 
Asked Why News Writers 
Were Put Out. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—Sir George Rid- 
dell, a well known newspaper owner, to. 
day took up the cause of the newspaper 
men who made a protest at the press 
bureau Monday night and threatened to 
strike because one of their number had a 
struggle with a special officer after the 
newspaperman had insisted on entering 
the front door, whereas the rule said that 
reporters must use the back door. Sir 
George said today he would bring the 
matter to the attention of the war office 
and the admiralty and endeavor to have 
this rule rescinded.

Kaiser to Lose in a Fear, 
Say U. S. Army Officers. 


ASBHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.— 
[Special. I—“ The war in Europe 
will last from nine to eighteen 
months.“

ion entertained by more than two score 
active army officers on duty in this city 
and its environs, Only those officers of 
and above the rank of captain were inter- 
rogated. 

Mindful of the president's order to gov- 
ernment officers not to comment on the 
war, and his plea to his fellow country- 
men not to engage in discussions, there 
was addreased to more than three score 
officera the following two questions, with 
the understanding that their names 
would not be used in setting forth their 
replies, and that their answers were to 
be wholly academic, from a military 
standpoint, and without regard to per- 
sonal sympathies; 

i. How long will the war in Burepe 
last? 

2. Which side will be the victor—Ger- 
many and Austria or the triple entente?

ROM the replies and the reasons at- 
tached the two answers given were 
the result. On the question of how 
long will the war last, a majority 
of the officers estimated one year. 

In all about sixty officers were seen. 
Of this number approximately twenty 
followed literally the president's instruc- 
tions and would got discuss in any man- 
ner the questions asked. 

Of the ferty officers who made replies, 
some of whom were general officers, a 
number of the rank of colonel, one officer 
said that Germany had a fighting chance 
to win. The remainder shook their 
heads—many of them gray—and said it 
was impossible for Germany to win, that 
te do so she would have to be super- 
human.

ANTWERP, Sept. 22-—The general

Because we heard rumors that the Ger- 
wane might again attack the eity and 
because Thompson wanted to get pictures 
of great heaps of German dead, | dropped 
him at Termonde on Thursday morning. 
Thompson speaks only the native tongue 
of Kansas, so the officer commanding the 
Belgian troops detailed a soldier who 
speaks English to act as guide, inter- 
preter, and cicerone. 


Learned English in New York. 
Where did you learn to speak Eng- 
ua? Thompson inquired as they were 
strolling aimiessiy through the ruined 
city. 

“I was a walter at a prominent New 
York hotel,” was the answer. 

“So you threw up a good job to an- 
wer your country’s call.“ Thompson 
said. 

“No, I threw it up because my former 
wife asked for too much alimony.” 

At this point the conversation was sud- 
denly interrupted by a aplutter of rifle 
shots quite close at hand. 

“Come on.“ the ex-waiter shouted en- 
citedly, “now is our chance to kill a 
German.“ 

Tour chance, not mine,” Thompson 
replied, hastily shouldering his camera. 
President Wilson has expressly asked 
Americans to remain neutral, and besides 
I've just remembered that I have an im- 
portant engagement in the other part of 
town. 80 long, friend.“ 


Loses Way in Dark. 
With that ha dodged into a side street 
with the idea of getting back to the Bel- 
gian side of the river.

Thomp- 
son crawied ir through a window and 
found himeelf in what was evidently the 
robing room, as the wardrobes which lined 
the walls were filled with what he de- 
scribes as red overcoats with silver braid 
and fur collars. I take it that these were 
robes which the civic dignitaries were 
wont to don on ceremon'al occasions. 
With these gorgeous garments Thomp- 
son made a bed upon the floor. It was 
not cold, because the ruirs of the rest of 
the buildings were still amoldering, He 
had picked up in the streets a homeless 
and balf starved kitten, lost like himself, 
which he put in his oversoat pocket. 
From al' I can learn he and the kitten 
spent quite a comfortahie night, every- 
thing considered, thougn several times 
they were awakened by rifle shots, and 
once two German soldiers held a whis- 
pered eonverzatlon outsite the window. 
For obvious reasons Thompson did not 
inform them of his presence. 


Belgians Send Boat, 
At daybreak he succeeded in making 
his way back te the river and shouted 
to the Belgians, who sent a boat over fer 
him.

Meeting on Common Ground. 

On the question of the condition of the 
nation’s force of regular troops the biz 
army and little army advocates meet on 
common ground. The little army men 
agree with the big army men that if any 
land forces are to be maintained, they 
should be at topnotch efficiency. The 
United States spends nearly $100,000,0™ 
every year for the upkeep of a regular 
army, which now numbers about 85,000 
men, although less than 560,000 fighters are 
available in the states, the remainder 
being quartered in the island possessions 
and Mexico and on the Panama canal 
zone. 
Army officers say that the trouble with 
the army is to be sought in congress. A- 
propriations are too niggardly, they ray, 
to provide equipment and the policies of 
administration laid down are unscientific 
from a military point of view. Congresa 
lays the blame on the war department.

PEKING, China, Sept. 2—The com 
respondent here of the Associated Press 
has received a letter from Charies A. 
Leonard of the American Southern Bar- 
tist mission at Lai-Chow, Shan-Tung 
province, in which Chinese reports of ill 
treatment of the local inhabitants by 
Japanese troops in the country are re- 
peated. 

Mr. Leonard relates the passage of the 
western section of the Japanese army, 
which he says was about 5,000 strong, 
composed of cavairy, infantry, and artu- 
lery, and which went through Lai-Chow. 
The advance guard of the cavalry did not 
molest the Chinese population, and com- 
pensated them for what provender they 
took. 

But when the larger detachments ar 
rived torrential rains were falling. For 
thie reason the Japanese did not pitch 
their tents, but entered the best Chinese 
homes and compelled local merchants and 
other Chinese to work for them. In 
many cases they dried their wet clothes 
by making fires of the furniture in the 
middle of the room. The men fed their 
horses on the ripening crops, and the 
soldiers killed chickens and cattle for 
their own use, frequently with made 
quate or no compensation.

MUST OBEY, DANIELS SAYS 


New York, Sept. 22.—The Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph company of America an- 
nounced here tonight that it was prepar- 
‘Ing papers for a suit in the federal courts 
to determine whether the United States 
government has the right and power to 
close its plants for not observing the 


naval neutrality regulations. 
Edward J. Nally, vice president and 


general manager, made the announce | 


ment in a statement setting forth the 
present position of the company in regard 
to its controversy with the navy depart- 
ment. 


Sends Telegram to Daniels. 

Mr. Nally said the following telegram 
was sent to Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
jels after the company had been informed 
today that its station at Siasconset, 
Mass., would be closed unless the com- 
pany gave assurances it would observe 
the rules: 

“We have been unable to procure a 
copy of attorney general's opinion re- 
garding the use of the wireless owing to 
unwillingness of the department to give 
it out. In view of the important legal 
questions involved and public and pri- 
vate injury that would be caused by forci- 
ble action, we suggest that such action be 
withheld long enough for us to submit 
questions to decision of a federal court in 
a suit, papers for which are now being 
prepared.” 

Explains Company’s Stand. 
We desire,” the statement reads, to 
correct any impression that the public 


may have that the Marconi company is 
willfully trying to evade the neutrality 
laws of the United States. Weare doing | 
nothing of the kind. Weareendeavoring | 
to the utmost to conform to every re- 
quirement of a neutral citizen of this 
country. We take the position that the 
reception and transmission of messages 
from our stations are not forbidden by 
any law or treaty.”’

ASK EMPLOYERS |BRITAIN READY 


TO AID JOBLESS 


United Charities Officials 
Seek Co-operation to 
Lessen Burden. 


WILLING WORKERSIDLE 


An appeal to employers of labor to 
call upon the United Charities whenever 
workers are needed is being made by 
that society. 

Work is being sought for resident mar- 
ried men, most of them able bodied and 
willing. The United Charities could save 
a considerable sum daily, it is said, if 
employment could be found for its mar- 
ried unemployed. In some districts the 
ratio of unemployment as a disability 
ranges as high as 70 per cent, according to 
reports received by the general office of 
the organization yesterday. 

Employment also is being sought fora 
number of handicapped married and sin- 
gle men. These include individuals hand- 
icapped by old age, claw hammer” 
hand, blindness, and partial deafness, 
Families of married men are now being 
supported in part or entirely by the 
United Charities at much expense, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Katherine Briggs, general 
4istrict secretary. 

Employment Hard to Find. 

„Employment for able bodied men,“ 
she said, is so hard to procure that it 
is only by special effort that work for 
the handicapped men is found. A great 
saving could be effected by the society 
if employers of labor needing men would 
notify the organization. The handicapped 
men on the list of the society would nat- 
urally work at lower wages than those 
who are able bodied. 

“It should be made clear that the 
United Charities does not attempt to set 
itself up as an employment bureau in 
the regular sense. Its operations along 
this line are intended to affect only such 
unemployed as it finds in the families who 
come to it for relief.“ 

At present, according to Mrs. Briggs, 
there are hundreds of men on the books 
of thé United Charities needing employ- 
ment. An effort to secure work for some 
of these on Michigan farms through pub- 
licity in Michigan newspapers proved a 
failure. 

A few of those who come to the organi- 
gation are said to possess unusual educa- 
tional qualifications, but old age or some 
other disability disqualifies them. 

Capable but Old. 

„We know a.man,”’ said Mrs. Briggs, 
“in splendid health, straight as an ar- 
row, a fine physical specimen, and who 
has a universjty education. He can speak 
and write four languages, has a splendid 
mercantile, banking, and business train- 
ing, has been editor of a newspaper, a 
state surveyor, and a writer on special 
subjects. This man is unable to secure 
work because of his age, Which should 
prove no handicap, but does, as he is 76. 
The United Charities has kept him from 
taking his life—although he is not morose 
nor afflicted with a mania. Misfortune 
dogged his footsteps all over the world 
and is with him still. There is a place for 
him somewhere in this big city, but nei- 
ther he nor we have found the place.“

FAVOR LICENSE 
FOR FOOD MEN 


Members of Council Judici- 
ary Committee Ap- 
prove Ordinance. 


WILL AID CONSUMER. 


Members of the council judiciary com- 
mittee yesterday without exception in- 
dicated their approval of the proposed or- 
dinance to license. commission men, job- 
bers, and brokers in foodstuffs for the 
purpose of insuring a square deal to the 
producer and the consumer. A subcom- 
mittee, consisting of Chairman Otto Ker- 
ner of the judiciary committee, Chair- 
man James H. Lawley of the markets 
commission and Assistant Corporation 
Counsel John W. Beckwith, was directed 
to redraft the ordinance in order to elimi- 
nate ambiguities. It was feared the 
measure might be construed to include 
farmers and producers. 

The importance of the ordinance lies 


in the fact that it gives the city authori- | 


ties the power to prevent unscrupulous 
middlemen from dealing in food products. 


Power of the Mayor. 

The mayor may withhold or revoke a 
license in the following cases: 

Where a money judgment has been en- 
tered against the commission merchant, 
jobber, or broker, and upon which exe- 
cution has been returned unsatisfied. 

Where false charges have been imposed 
for services. 

Where there has been delay in account- 
ing or settlements have been made with 
intent to defraud. 

Where there have been false and mis- 
leading statements conoerning the quan- 
tity and quality of goods or concerning 
market conditions. 

Where there has been a combination 
to fix prices in which the licensee has 
participated. 

Where the dealer conducts his place of 
business in an insanitary manner. 


Liable to Fine. 
Offenses of this character make thé 


licensee liable to a fine of $50 to $200. The | 


commissioner of health is empowered to 
investigate the business of all dealers 


licensed under the ordinance. The license 


fee was fixed at $10. A bond of $1,000 is 
also required. 

“The majority of commission men 
conduct their business on the square,“ 
said Ald. Willis O. Nance, ‘‘ and the hon- 
est merchant gwill not object to the ordi- 
nance. It is unfortunate that a lot of 
fellows don't live up to the mark. They 
hold up the producers right and ieft, and 
the farmers are discouraged from send- 
ing their products to Chicago.

GREDITS IMMEDIATE NEED 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—[{Special.] 
—What the South American countries 
need first of all is credit for the purchase 
ot American goods and an American mar- 
‘ket for their raw material, according to 
John Barrett, director general of the Pan 
American Union. 

On the basis of reports received from 
the southern continent Mr. Barrett today 
issued a warning to American manufac- 
turers and exporters to go slowly in send- 
ing an army of “ drummers’ to South 
America, which is suffering from an un- 
precedented financial stringency pro- 
duced by the European war. 


Time Is Not Yet Ripe. 
Although cable advices just received 
‘from the majority of the Latin American 
countries indicate a great potential op- 
|portunity for United States commerce 
when money is plenty.“ Mr. Barrett said, 
there is a present unavoidable financia) 
stringency and disruption of trade ma- 
chinery caused by the war which must 
be remembered by all firms and persons 
entering the field. 

“While business representatives who 
understand the situation are most wel- 
come, great harm is now threatened to 
trade development, first, by that element 
of the invading army of commercial 
agents who are rushing to Latin Americe 
without appreciation of these economic 
conditions to which Latin America is 
in no way to blame; and, secondly, by 
the numerous superficial articles now ap- 
pearing in many newspapers and trade 
publications which paint the commercial 
opportunity in glowing colors without 
reference to the actual economic environ- 
ment. 

Credits the Big Problem. 

All advices emphasize that what Lat- 
in America wants most is not a flood of 
manufactured products but, first, an ex- 
tension of reasonable credits by United 
States manufacturers and exporters 80 
that Latin American buyers can purchase 
from the United States what they. are 
accustomed to buy in Europe, and, sec- 


ondly, an actual market at reasonable 
rates for the accumulating raw products 
which usually go to Europe.”

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ITALY’S STRANGE PREDICAMENT. 

If Italy shall abandon her attitude of neutrality 
not the king or his ministers will be responsible 
for the decision, but the populace and the press. 
The war agitation is gathering momentum; even 
pro-war riots have been reported.

HOSPITAL SHIP PLAN. 

HE United States navy at present 
is equipped with a hospital ship, the 
Solace, of 5,700 tons displacement. 
This veseel was built to be a mixed 
passenger and freight steamer and 

was so operated until it was converted to 
its present use in the face of emergency. 
The British and German hospital ships 
are of about the same size. The bed ca- 
pacity of such a ship is about 300. 

Surgeon Picknell advocates vessels of 
12,000 tons displacement, bullt on broad 
lines and having a speed of twelve to 
fifteen knots. He thinks it imperative 
that hospital ships be oll burners and 
equipped with Diesel engines. Such a 
ship could have 600 beds for use in case 
of battle. 


aed 
For the service of the times of peace 
the ship should be divided into wards to 


properly care for different diseases. There 


must be a contagious disease ward, for 
sailors developing contagion should be 
seperated from their fellows as thorough- 
ly as possible. One ward should be for 
venereal diseases, another for the insane 
persons, another for the tubercular, 
another for medical cases, and another 
for surgical cases. There should be an 
operating room, a dental office, a lab- 
oratory, an X-ray room, and a room 
equipped for work on the eye, ear, nose, 
and throat, 

In preparation for a battle all patients 
suffering from disease should be sent in 
an ambulance ship to a base hospital 
and the interior of the ship readjusted 
80 as to give the entire space to the 
surgical relief of the wounded. When 
the time arrives the hospital ship trans- 
fers the wounded from the fighting ship. 

A hospital ship should be equipped with 
a Solace hoisting apparatus. Cargo ports 
are of great service, especially for taking 
on board wounded brought by launches 
and tugs. A Stokes trolley carrier should 
be a part of the equipment.

Surgeon McNabb of the British navy 
recommends that the hospital ship take 
position under the lee of the fighting ship. 
It should attach itself to the fighting 
ship by two hawsers, one leading to the 
battling ship's prow, the other to its 
stern. The hospital ship should keep 
off slowly, backing its propellers. 

The wounded are placed in hammocks 
or carrying cots and loaded into small 
boats or carried by trolley. Stretchers 
are useless in sea work. They cannot be 


got over the sides of the ship without in- 


juring the wounded person. 

Cot carriers consist of a rectangular 
canvas bag. Metal bare are slipped 
through rungs and openings and lock 
together to make a frame.

T reason of the advanced age of 

Prince Mario Chigi, who is in his 

eighty-second year and somewhat 

infirm, his duties as grand marshal 

of the Holy Roman church and as 

chief guardian of the conclave, duties 

which had been fulfilled for the last 200 

years by his forebears, were undertaken 

by his eldest son, Don Ludovico, Prince 

of Farnese, on the occasion of the recent 
election of Pope Benedict XV. 

Don Ludovico, who is a widower and 
who served with considerable distinction 
as an officer of the Italian army in the 
various Abyssinian campaigns, was in 
this way responsible for the safety of the 
conclave and for its freedom from any 
outside interruption. 

While it lasted he carried constantly on 
his person in a red velvet bag the keys of 
the doors to that particular portion of the 
vatican in which the members of the con- 
clave were shut up, and all communica- 
tions addressed to the foreigm cardinals 
by their various ambassadors had to be 
communicated through him by means of 
a small, barred window in the principal 
door, through which he conferred when 
necessary with the cardinal camerlengo.

The Chigis, although they have been 
princes of the Holy Roman empire for 
more than 200 years past and posges® the 
@ukedoms of Ariccia and Formello, as 
well as the principalities of Farnese, 
Campagnana, and Sorriano, besides a 
couple of dozen minor dignities, are less 
illustrious in point of ancestry than the 
Colonnas and the Orsinis, with whom, 
however, they are allied by marriage. 

The fortunes of the family, which has 
furnished a pope to the church in the per- 
son of Alexander VII., were founded in 
reality by Don Agostino Chigi, who had 
charge of the financial affairs of Pope 
Leo X. of the house of Medici. 

It is related of Don Agostino that onone 
memorable occasion when that pontiff 
had honored him with his presence at a 
banquet given at his beautiful Farnesina 
villa on the banks of the Tiber, he flung 
at the close of the repast the whole of the 
superb gold service which had figured on 
the table into the river, declaring that 
plates, dishes, and cups thus sanctified 
by use by his holiness should never be 
used by mortal man again. 

Leo X. was vastly impressed by this 
compliment and remained until his ceath, 
shortly afterward, in happy ignorance of 
the fact that Don Agostino had taken the 
precaution of placing a net, carefully con- 
cealed from view, beneath the surface of 
the water, so that after the departure of 
the holy father he experienced no diffi- 
culty whatsoever in recovering posses- 
sion of all his gold plate.

His descendant, the present Prince 
Chigi, who is married to Princess Antoi- 
nette of Sayn-Wittgenstein, has shown 
himself equally astute in his business 
dealings and is one of the few owners of 
famous picture galleries and historic col- 
lections of paintings at Rome who have 
managed to get the best of the Italian 
government in evading the Pacca law. 

Wishing to raise some money a few 
years ago, he quietly summoned to his 
palace a number of probable purchasers 


and thereupon put up a particularly beau- 


tiful Botticelli, one, indeed, enjoying 
world-wide fame, for sale to the highest 
bidtier, the painting fetching a sum in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 

The prince turned over the painting to 
the purchaser and received the money 
then and there. Later in the day he noti- 
fied the Italian government of the fact 
that he had disposed of the picture in 
question, ‘not to a foreigner but to an

Gen. Sir Philip Chetwode, who enjoys 
the distinction of being the first man to 
receive *‘ mention in the dispatches dur- 


ing the present war for his services as 
commander of one of the English cavalry 
brigades operating against the Germans 
in France, is the seventh baronet of his 
Une in a family that was established 
in England before the Norman conquest. 

There is a record of one Chetwode of 
Chetwode who accompanied King Rich- 
ard Cour de Lion to the Holy Land and 
was knighted by that monarch at Acre 
for his bravery. 

To give some idea, indeed, of the an- 
tiquity of the family it may be men- 
tioned that Gen. Sir Philip Chetwode is 
the twenty-ninth lord of the manor of 
Chetwode and owner of the Chetwode es- 
tate in unbroken male line of descent. 
The baronetcy dates from the year 1700. 

The general has seen a good deal of ac- 
tive service, in Burma, in the Indtan 
frontier wars, and in South Africa, where 
he won the Distinguished Service order 
under Sir John French, now once more 
his chief. 

He is married to a graaddeughter of 
the second Viscount Cobermere—that, ig 
to say, a member of an essentially mfli- 
tary family—and, well set up and comely, 
looks what he is, the Ideal beau sabruer.

COURTS’ POWER 


Action to Decide Whether 
State or U. S. Tribunal 
Has Jurisdiction. 


OAK PARK L' INVOLVED. 


A test of jurisdiction between state and 
federal courts is in progress at the in- 
stance of the state public utilities com- 
mission. 

The question is whether the Superior 
court 6f Cook county can enter an order 
directed at property in the hands of 
United States Circuit court that will be 
binding. Attorneys will watch the pro- 
ceedings with interest. 

Everett Jennings, counsel for the com- 
mission, filed suit to compel the stopping 
of all trains on the Chicago and Oak Park 
elevated railroad at every crossing on its 
route that is not elevated. The road is in 
the hands of Samuel Insull by power or 
his appointment as receiver by Judge 
Christian C. Kohlsaat. 


Insull to See Lawyers. 

“ This is the first I have heard of it.“ 
said Mr. Insull last night. Naturally I 
shall see my lawyers about it tomorrow. 
At present I can say only thet I am act- 
ing under orders from the United States 
court. I am merely the agent of that 
court.“ 

The filing is the outcome of proceedings 
begun by the commission last March 
seeking to compel the railroad to elevate 
its tracks. The order for thie work was 
entered last May. When the time ex- 
pired for the beginning of construction 
Judge Kohisaat, on application of the 
receiver, entered an order directing that 
until an inquiry into the ruling of the 
commission could be made the operation 
of the road should be continued as pre- 
viously. 

Followed Act’s Provisions. 

“We have followed the provisions of 
the act in bringing this suit,” said Mr. 
Jennings. The people are entitled to 
have the tracks of this road elevated. 

“The commission, after full hearing, 
ordered it done, and we are now asking 
the court to require the road te elevate, 
The City of Chicago and the Village of 
Oak Park exhausted their power seek- 
ing to have the tracks elevated, but 
failed. The legislature of Illinois gave 
full power to the commission, and we are 
asking that the courts require compli- 
ance with the order of the commission.

“Mr. Welborn has sent me a copy of 
the reply which he has made on behalf 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron company

NEW EVIDENCE 
AGAINST PETRAS 


Missing Shoes and Sweater 
of Slain Girl Produced 
by State. 


DEATH THREAT TOLD. 


Aurora, III., Sept. 22.—[{Special.}]—The 
missing gray sweater, the shoes worn by 
Theresa Hollander on the night of Feb. 
16, when she was dragged into &. Nich- 
Olas cemetery and clubbed to death, were 
produced at the second trial of Tony 
Petras at Geneva today. 

At the first trial the prosecution failed 
to produce the sweater and shoes with 
other clothing taken from the body of the 
dead girl. Attorneys for Petras charged 
that the state purposely kept them out 
of evidence because they bore tell tale 
marks that would fix the murder on some 
other man than Petras. Mrs. Hollander 
swore the shoes were in the same condi- 
tion they were the night they were taken 
from the body of her daughter, but that 
the blood spots had been washed out of 
the sweater. 


Tells of Petras’ Threat. 

Some of the evidence the state prom- 
ised to preduce came today when Mrs. 
Louis Hollander, mother of the murdered 
girl, testified that she heard Petras tell 
Tressie that he would kill her if she would 
not accompany him on a motorcycle trip 
to Wisconsin. 

On cross examination the defense failee 
to break down any of the story told by 
Mrs. Hollander. It was the first evi- 
cence that Petras ever threatened the life 
of his former sweetheart. 

The most disappointed man in Geneva 
today was Homer Eddy, 66 years old, the 
lone’ juror who held out for conviction at 
Petras’ firet trial. He reached the court- 
room this morning at 7 o clock and picked 
out a front seat directly back of the chair 
occupied by Petras.

RULES MEXICO 


Chicagoan Says Capital Is 
Center of Confiscation 
and Chaos. 


TAKE AMERICAN’S AUT 0 


An absolutely unsettled condition pre- 


valls in Mexico, and especially in Mexico 


City, the seat of the Constitutionalist gov- 
ernment, according to Louls Wirth, who 
returned to Chicago yesterday from a 
business trip through the republic. 

The practices of the soldiers, evidently 
with the approval of Carranza, who has 
virtually assumed the position of provi- 
sional president, are unspeakable,” he 
said. ‘* Confiscation of valuable property 
and the destruction of works of art seem 
to be the chief diversions of the soldiers, 
who are living off the residents of Mexico 
City. There is no government of any 
kind, not even a military form. 

The 300 generals who have control of 
the place give contradictory orders and 
laws, and the chief dees not interfere. 


Take American’s Auto. 

“TI recall one case in particular. A pri- 
vate soldier had taken an automobile be- 
longing to an American, whose name I 
will not mention. The American went to 
Carranza, who said, ‘I will give you an 
order for your car.’ This he did, and 
when the order was presented to the gen- 
eral under whom the soldier was serving 
he wrote across the order, ‘ We need the 
ear.’ The order was presented to Car- 
ranza again, and he said he could do 
nothing, as his general needed the auto- 
mobile in the execution of his duties. 

“Tt is an absolute outrage that our 
government does not put a stop to the 
indignities cast upon our citizens. And 
yet the government says that conditions 
in Mexico are settled.

‘SOLD WITHOUT CONSENT 


The absorption of the Great Western 
Cereal company by the Quaker Oats com- 
pany, the alleged catmeal trust, was 
characterized by Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan 
yesterday as an outrageous piece of 


high finance.”’ 
Dr. Bevan testified for the government |. 


at the closing hearing of the government's 
sult to dissolve the Quaker Oats com- 
pany. The hearing was held in the fed- 
eral building before Speciaf Examiner 
Miss Kate . Holmes. Morgan IL. Davies, 
special assistant to the attorney general, 
who is in charge of the prosecution, an- 
nounced the completion of the taking of 
testimony for the government. 


Questioned About Merger. 

Dr. Bevan, who was the last witness 
called, was questioned about the merger 
of the Great Western Cereal company, 
which, up to the time of the sale, was a 


competitor of the alleged trust. 


Dr. Bevan was a stockholder in the 


Great Western company. He testified he 


was not in Chicago at the time of the 
merger. He said Joy Morton, who was 


president, and the board of directors sold 
the dompany without the consent of the 


minority stockholders. 
“Did you ever take any steps to set 


aside the sale? Dr. Bevan was asked. 


Tes. I took legal steps,” the witness 
said. When I found the company had 
been gutted and ruined I felt it was one of 
those outrageous pieces of high finance 


which in the name of decency and com- 


mercial honor should be exposed and 


punished. 


“I got in touch with stockholders, about 
100 of them, and then I began a legal fight 
against this transaction, at my own ex- 
pense, and got attorneys to present the 


case in court.“ 


Is this proceeding and the damage 
suit against the Quaker Oats company 
and the Great Western Cereal company 
the legal fight you are referring to?“ 

“I don’t know whether you call itdam- 
age suit or not,.“ Dr. Bevan said. “I 
don't know theterms. It wasa suit under 
the Sherman law.“ 


Told Joy Morton. 
The physician testified when he returned 


to Chicago, after the merger was accom- 


plished, he told Joy Morton what he 
thought of the deal and what he told him 
then was substantially what he testified 
to, he said. 

Dr. Bevan owned about $10,000 worth 
of stock in the Great Western Cereal «om- 
pany, which operated plants at Fort 
Dodge, Ia.; Decatur, III., and other places. 
After the company’s absorption by the 
alleged trust the plants were partly de- 
stroyed by fire. 

Taking of testimony in the case was 
begun by the government in March. The 
government charges the Quaker Oats 
company obtained a monopoly of the cee 
real business by unfair methods.

ATER diesoives. If there is a 
soluble element in anything and 
that thing is put into water, out 
it comes into the weter. 

Most of the highly valuable 
mineral matter, always quite tiny in 
amount, is either largely in the skins or 
close under the skins of vegetables. If 
this is soluble it therefore comes out very 
easily when theee are cooked in water, 
for in addition to the dissolving power of 
water, heat is also a great agent in mak- 
ing solutions, many things dissolving in 
hot Water which are unaffec:ed by cold. 
For these two reasons the highest econ- 
omy, and especiasly economy from the 
nutrient stand point, regarciess of price, 
in vegetable cookery is secured by baking 


the water evaporates—and vegetables 
have a very large percentage of water— 4 
but every minim of solid substance is 
probably preserved. 

Fota toes, squash, eggplant, and beets 
may be baked in their skins, and onions 
sometimes are. Potatoes and parsnips 
are frequentiy baked in a scallop. And 
next to Laking is frying in fat and then 
the ©’ eng of such vegetables as squash 
celery, and eabbage, and 
sometimes cucumbers in a little water, 
none of which is thrown away.

12 to 17. 

Movements in e suffrage politics 
began to take shape with the call.“ Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, who runs annually 
for president, usually without opposition. 
will be a candidate for re@lection. The 
customary movement of western suffrage 
leaders to get a woman who will run 
against Dr. Shaw has begun, but no one 
has come out for the job.

The name of Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout 
has deen proposed by suffragists in a 
number of western states, but Mrs. Trout 
has consistently refused to run for the 
national suffrage presidency. The name 
of Mrs. Medill McCormick also has beer. 
suggested, and she asserts she is not i 
the field for the position. It is asserted 
that Mra, O. H. P. Belmont of New York, 
who has also been suggested as an op- 
ponert of Dr. Shaw, will not run, partly 
because of her close connection with the 
Congressional Union for Woman Suf- 
frage, an organization which has not met 
the favor of the national association.

Skeeter Army Wins 
North Side Battle. 


BY W. A. EVANS, M. D. 

N the last few weeks swarms of pro- 

tests have reached Tum Nr 

eecking the cause and the remedy of 

the phenomenal influx of mosquitoes 

that have suddenly infested the north 
side of the city from Lincoln park to Ev- 
anston. A compilation and charting of 
the addreases of the complainants showed 
that the complaining district was re- 
stricted mostly to a narrow strip of terri- 
tory extending from the lake on the east 
to a little past Broadway on the west. 

In past years mosquitoes have been 
practically negligible along this sone on 
account of the continual lake breeze im- 
pellng them westward, and also the dry- 
ness of the ground. 

For reasons unknown these general 
rules that heretofore have been the pro- 
tection of the north shore have been vio- 
lated by great numbers of insects of 2 
vicious character. The only explanation 
that seems at all tangible is that they 
have been forced to seek shelter in places 
foreign to their regular haunts on account 
of the sudden cool weather and the driv- 
ing rainstorms of the last few weeks. It 
is the habit of the fernale moaquito to 
seek warmth and food under shelter dur- 
ing inclement weather. Many families 
in the infested strip have suffered greatly 
on account of the premature removal of 
screene by enterprising janitors. Screens 
never should be removed until the first 
May of November at the latest, as such ac- 
tion opens the way not only to mosquitoes 
but many other hibernating insects. 

~>- 

The great harm that has been done by 
the sudden appearance of the ins has 
been to children and babies. As the 
houses in Chicago areusually kept warm, 
children are allowed to sleep with very 
little covering. Consequently many have 
been severely bitten in the night, thetime 
when the mosquito is most active. 

The mosquito is obnoxious in another 
way. It passes its larval period in filth 
and when releaged from the skin of the 
pupae moves to the nearest sougce of blood. 
be it baby or adult. While the adult may 
not experience any great inconvenience 
from the contact with the contamination 
of the proboscis of the mosquito, the in- 
fant, whose powers of resistance are not 
so highly developed, may have much 
more difficulty in overcoming the germs 
with which it has been tnnoculated. 
Many that have been bitten on the face 
will bear the scars of the scratching for 
many years should the wound made by 
the fingernails become infected, as it is 
very apt to do.

Hence it is not without good cause that 
the infested neighborhood has become 
alarmed. Theremedy lies in quick action. 
Close all modes of entrance to the house 
by screening. Plug all small holes, air 
shafts, cracks, and crannies in ill fitting 
windows. Distribute kerosene about 
these places if the mosquitoes are in great 
numbers. Saturate a towel with oil of 
citronella one ounce, al cedar one-half 
ounce, and spirits of camphor one ounce. 
Hang this towel above the head of the 
bed. This will repel all mosquitoes that 
may be in the house. When all openings 
are securely closed inaugurate a Still 
hunt at night with candles. Swat all that 
can be found. Burn eulphur in the base- 


ment. If this be done conscientiously the 
suffering will be over, at least until next 
year.

Jacob Glos Buys Property 
of Illinois Company 


for $64,728. 


DEAL A BIG SURPRISE. 


Jacob Glos, a tax buyer, found a bar- 
gain yesterday. He closed a deal to get 
a certificate of sale covering fifty-eight 
miles of tunnel under the heart of Chi- 
cago, several hundred freight cars, and 
miles and miles of telephone conduits for 
$64,728. 

For reasons thus far known only to its 
Owners, the Illinois Tunnel company 
failed to pay its 1913 taxes. In June the 
property was advertised for sale because 
of this delinquency and was put up at the 
tax sale conducted by County Treasurer 
O’Connell. 

Glos was on hand representing, he said, 
Deidrich Arnold, a neighbor of his at 
Elmhurst, with whom he is associated 
in the real estate and tax business. In 
Arnold's name he agreed to pay the taxes 
plus the penalty to be assessed for the 
company’s default. 


Company Not Represented. 

So far as could be learned the company 
Was not represented at the sale. Presi- 
dent C. W. Hotchkiss is in New York. 
Sherman W. Tracy, vice president, was 
said to have known nothing of the sale 
until after ita completion. and Attorney 
Daniel J. Schuyler Jr. said he knew noth- 
ing of it until his attention was called 
to it by Mr. ‘lracy. 

The franchise of the company is held 
by the Chicago Tunnel company, but the 
holding company is the Chicago Utilities 
company. TLis corporation is controlled 
by the Armour interests end the Harri- 
man estate, which took over the property 
after a reorganization two years ago. 


Tried to Sell Phone Rights. 

For several months theses interests have 
been endeavoring to sell the telephone 
rights and automatic equipment to the 
Chicago Teler hone company, but have 
failed to obtain the city council's approv- 
al on the valuation figures. For that 
reason it was thought that Arnold, fora 
time a mysterious indiviiual, might rep- 
resent the Bel) system, but this Glos de- 
nied. 

Arnold will be satisfied if he gets the 
money he is er titled to by law,“ he said. 

This amount is the suin to be paid over 
when the certificate of sale is prepared 
showing the taxes plus the penalty, and 
—this is where the profit comes in—25 per 
cent on the total which Mr. Glos fixed 
as fair compensation for his client. 

There is no question among financial 
men that the title will be returned to the 
Armour-Harriman interests in due time.

One time she told me 
that she owned a mortgage of $800 and 
lived on the interest. 


Worked Every Day. 

“*Tante’ Kerry and Louis, her hus- 
band. worked and saved and hoarded.” 
said a daughter of Mrs. Josephine Becker, 
the old German woman's landlady. “‘ He 
worked on Sundays in order to have extra 
pay, and the two kept apart from the 
neighbors in their industry.

Miss Crawford’s Letters 
Show She Placed Final 
Hope in Insurance. 


JUST ‘TIRED OUT WOMAN’ 


Miss Esther Crawford, who attempted 
suicide on the prairie at Salem, Wis., 
planned to die that her debts might be 
paid out of her life insurance. 

This statement was made in letters 
given out yesterday at Missouri Valley, 
Ia, by her sister, Mrs. Perrine Purcell, 
and J. S. Devell, attorney, to whom Miss 
Crawford detailed her extraordinary 
scheme. 

Last night Miss Crawford was taken 
from the custody of officials at Kenosha, 
Wis., to the Pennoyer sanitarium, on the 
north shore, by Marcus H. Taft, her 
cousin and a Chicago real estate dealer 
living at 5123 South Sawyer avenue. Mr. 


Taft learned of his cousin's plight yes- 


terday through Tun TRIBUNE and de- 
parted at once for Kenosha. He said she 
would be kept at the sanitarium until 
she had recovered strength and poise. 


Sister Comes to Aid. 
Mrs. Purcell left Missouri Valley last 
night to come to Chicago to the aid of her 
sister. Mrs. Purcell told of the letters 
Miss Crawford wrote to her and to Mr. 
Devell. 
In these letters Miss Crawford an- 
nounced she intended killing herself Sun- 
day afternoon and plannedito go to Salem, 
believing that in such a small town she 
would escape publicity. She pointed out 
that she would remove everything by 
which she might be identified by 
gere and described the garb in which she 
expected to die so that there would be no 
difficulty in collecting the insurance. 
Miss Crawford sent her insurance policy 
and an inventory of her debts and) obliga- 
tions to Attorney Devell, instructing him 
to see that all of her obligations were dia- 
charged. 


Mentions Two Deaths. 

This letter casually remarked that she 
was undecided whether to die by drown- 
ing or by opening her yeins—the latter 
course she decided upon. 

The letter to the lawyer was registered. 
By rare chance he was in the postoffice 
on Sunday when the mail was received 
and the letter was delivered to him twen- 
ty-four hours earlier than it would have 
been in the ordinary course of events. 
Devell hastened to send the message 
which failed to prevent Miss Crawford's 
attempt at death. 

Mrs. Purcell has announced she will 
take her sister home to live with her at 


Missouri Valley when she has sufficiently 
recovered. 


Spent Summer in Evanston. 

Miss Crawford spent the summer in 
Evanston. She lived for a time at the 
home of Miss Kate Haddon at 1714 Chi- 
cago avenue, Evanston.

Changes in Forward Pass 
Rules Will Not Affect 
~ Sport Seriously. 
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ELEMENT OF LUGK DROPPED 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 
Since the days of the mass play, the fly- 
ing wedge, and turtle back formation, 
the game of football has undergone many 
changes. The popular college sport, that 
branch of collegiate athletics which sup- 
ports other lines of athletic endeavor, 
never went through such a course of evo- 
Jution as it did in the winter of 1905-'06. 
The rules were so radically changed that 
the game was looked upon as a parlor 
sport. | | 
In order to keep the game alive some- 
thing had to be done. The rules had to be 
changed to eliminate the element of dan- 
ger. Instead of twenty-two men massing 
in a heap and falling down in one big 
lump of humanity, thus causing injury to 
many players, the rules committee at 
last. has succeeded in adopting a code of 
rules. which partially eliminates this 
Forward Pass Good Play. 
Following the memorable meeting of 
1905-"06, the mass play was abolished 
and otber rules adopted to eliminate 
serious accidents. The inauguration of 
the forward pass was one of the first 
changes made in the code, and this play 
today is considered one of the best weap- 
ons of attack of any well coached eleven. 
In 1906-'07-'08-'09 the forward pass was 
not considered a good play because of the 
many restrictions placed on it. Thanks 
to the untiring efforts of the rules com- 


- mittee, these restrictions have been re- 
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moved and the play can be used today 
Just as successfully as a cross drive off 
tackle, an end run, or a line plunge. It
